We approached it as a labour of 
love, andasacommunityserv- 
ice, not as bylaw enforcement 
officers. We found when we 
explained things to people, they 
understood. Theydidn'tneedto 
be fined. People would some¬ 
times be reluctant to call about 
a lost dog. They don’t want any¬ 
one get in trouble,but once they 
realized we only wanted to find 
the animal and return it to its 
family, they didn’t hesitate to 
call," 

Being alone after all those 
years of being together 24 hours 
a day “is tough,” says Ken. 

“Going to bed is the hard¬ 
est part. I sit up to 4 or 5 in the 
morning, when I can’t stay 
up any longer. I sleep a lit¬ 
tle in a chair. Only when I’m 
exhausted I go to bed, but it’s 
so uncomfortable to be there 
without her. We haven’t been 
apart in 10 years, since she 
took that trip to Vancouver!' 

Maria Falsoi-Mazzuca is on 
a committee planning the cel¬ 
ebration of life in Kea’s honour 
- Ken's been told he doesn't 
have to do anything except 
show up. 

While Ken’s emphasis is on 
the party, the committee is 
hoping to raise funds to offset 
some recent costs for Ken.

Federal NDP needs more 
than just new leadership 


* t the end of the week, 
the federal New 
J. \-Democratic Party will 
hunker down for a two-day 
convention to plot its future. 
Among topics of discussion 
will be the fate of party 
Leader Thomas Mulcair. 

The beating the NDP took 
in the past election left many 
party faithful wondering if 
a change in leadership is 
warranted. 

Certainly, at least one 
prominent local labour 
group thinks so. 

Last month, Niagara 
Regional Labour Council — a 
group made up of several of 
the region’s largest unions 
— passed a motion to not 
support Mulcair during the 
convention's leadership 
review. 

While several powerful 
Canadian unions have 
publicly endorsed Mulcair, 
there is enough grumbling 
amongst party faithful that 
overt opposition to him 
could make a difference. 

While the labour 
council’s perspective is 
understandable given the 
results of the election, it’s 
somewhat unrealistic to 
think a change in leadership 
on its own will result 
in better NDP electoral 
fortunes. For when it came 
down to it, the NDP slipped 
back into third place in 
Ottawa not because of who 
Mulcair was, but because of 
who he wasn’t and what the 
NDP is. 

The NDP started the 


last election as the official 
opposition with a historic 
number of seats in the 
House of Commons. The 
party was far enough ahead 
the polls that the first-ever 
NDP government seemed 
plausible to many. 

We all know what 
happened. Mulcair's 
campaign couldn’t hold onto 
that lead and the party went 
back to square one. 

For those who believed 
the NDP was on the cusp of 
winning power, that kind of 
electoral crash must have 
been heartbreaking. 

But someone has to take 
the blame and groups like 
the Niagara labour council 
point their arrows at Mulcair. 

After all, it would be 
impossible to remove all 
responsibility from Stephen 
Harper for the Conservatives’ 
drubbing at the polls, or 
deny lustin Trudeau's style 
helped carry his Liberals to 
victory. Mulcair, as leader, 
must shoulder much of his 
party’s failures and how he 
accounts for them may well 
determine if he keeps his 

However, there is a bigger 
question worth asking here: 
Was the possibility of an 
NDP government under 
Mulcair realistic? 

No. 

Easy to say in retrospect, 
of course, but Mulcair wasn’t 
the reason the NDP rose to 
the No. 2 spot in Ottawa in 
2011. 

The NDP became the 


official opposition because 
it won big in riding-rich 
Quebec thanks three to 
factors: The Liberal party was 
weak in Quebec, the Tories 
were intensely unpopular 
there, and the NDP was led 
by the late lack Layton. 

Layton, respected even by 
his opponents, possessed an 

that particularly appealed to 
disgrunded Quebec voters 
keen on teaching the Liberals 
and Conservatives a lesson. 

Leap ahead to the 2015 
election. The Liberals under 
Trudeau are stronger, 
the Tories not quite as 
unpopular, and Layton is 

Mulcair inherited a party 
that vaulted ahead thanks to 
what amounts to a protest 
vote and a popular leader. 
The political landscape had 
drastically changed by 2015 
and whatever strengths 
Mulcair has, he is no Layton. 

Now, none of this means 
that, by definition, Mulcair 
cannot win an election. But 
it does suggest he faces what 
nearly every NDP leader has 
in the past — a very long, 
improbable climb to power. 

If groups like the Niagara 
labour council want to see 
an NDP that can govern, they 
need to do more than call for 
a new leader. 

They need to push for an 
overhaul of what the NDP 
itself is. Hoping for another 
lack Layton to appear from 
the ether just isn’t going to 
get the job done.

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Joel Lisi says goodbye to Virgil Arena family 


The “family” of staff that 
runs the arenas in Virgil is 
saying goodbye to one of 

Joe Lisi, 61, says he's not 
retiring - in fact he repeats it 
several times to reassure those 
who know him that he’s not 
about to sit back and relax. 

He’s just taking his life in 
a different direction, taking 
some steps to make some 
changes. 

“Sometimes you just need 
a change. You have to change 
your outlook and to do that 
you change what you do. It 
keeps life interesting.” 

Lisi began working for the 
town at the public works 
department in 1985, and he 
enjoyed what he did there. 

But when the second ice 
surface opened in 2003, he 
made the move. 

He has enjoyed the non¬ 
union environment at both 
jobs - he’s had the opportu¬ 


nity to learn many new tasks 
and develop new skills. No 

The most visible job is run¬ 
ning the Olympia - the Cana¬ 
dian version of a Zamboni 
- but it's a small part of the 
work that needs to be done in 
maintaining and improving a 
facility with two ice pads. 

The staff has been great to 
work with, there have been 
camaraderie and respect for 
each other, and yes, his super¬ 
visor Hans Pauls says, it’s like 
one big, happy family. 

But the family doesn’t end 
with the staff, says Lisi - he 
includes the kids he's seen 
growing up at the arena and 
their parents. 

“Over the years, you get 
to know all the user groups, 
and the work you do, you 
do for them. There's the 
minor hockey family, the fig¬ 
ure skating family, and the 
lacrosse family. I watched my 
own children grow up at the 
arena when there was only a

single pad, but I've watched 
hundreds of others come in 
and grow up since I started 
working here.” 

He says he’s seen their skills 
get better and better every year 
as they returned for each sea¬ 
son, and been amazed by how 
much they’ve grown. 

“It’s like seeing your own 

seeing the next generation. I’m 
reconnecting with those kids 
as they come back with their 
kids. And it’s a joy to watch.” 

Living in a small com¬ 
munity, providing a sense 
of security at the arena was 
important, he said. 

“The arena is meant for 
children. It’s their environ¬ 
ment. They’re there to play. 
They may be a little wild or 
a little loud, but it’s their 
playground, and it has to be 
a safe and secure place for 
them to be. That’s what we're 
trying to do - make it safe and 
secure for them and then let 
them have fun.” 

Lisi says he knows, from 
the comments he hears from 


parents, that the staff is doing 
a good job at the facility, and 
that’s no surprise. 

“When you enjoy your 
work it reflects on the job 
you do, and on howyou treat 
the people who use die arena 
and also the people you work 
with,” he says. 

“This is a very special facil¬ 
ity, and that reflects on the 
whole staff, not just one or 
two people but all of us.” 

Lisi turned off the com¬ 
pressor for the last time Sat¬ 
urday - he leaves as the skat¬ 
ing season ends. He has a 
small excavating company 
that he will have more time 


"But I’m not retiring," he 
repeats - he lives in town, 
he's not going anywhere, and 
he’ll still be around, he says. 

“When you're leaving a 
family, it's difficult to make 
that decision. The arena was 
something special for me, 
and I’ve loved every minute 


of it.”
